250,000 “CHICKS = 
BURNED TO DEATH 
IN SUBURB BLAZE 


More than 250,000 chickens were 
burned to death’ yesterday afternoon 
when fire destroyed the Mount Green- 
wood Poultry farm, one of the largest 
in Illinois, at 155th street and Kedzie 
avenue, Mount Greenwood. An over- 
heated incubator is believed to have 
started the fire, which, besides de- 
stroying the home of Mr. and Mrs. H. 
Comisky and a barn, swept through the 
chicken runs, causing a loss of $35,000. 
Mrs. ‘Comisky was unable to save 
$1,600 in bills in the house. Besides 
250,000 week old chicks, grown fowls 
were burned-to death.

States 
which then wished to limit traffie to” 
beverages containing not more than 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol would 
be free to do so, and those who desired 
to extend the traffic to the maximam 
limit when allowed by federal statute 
would be equally free to do so. 

Drys Could Stay Dry. 

“There could be within the limita- 
tions of the maximum many differ 
ences of degree, extending even to the 
complete prohibition by some states of 
traffic in liquor containing any alcohol 
whatever. 

“This would be in keeping with the 
freedom and liberty of different states, 
with differing local conditions, to legis- 
late for themselves, subject always to 
the maximum limitation enacted by 
congress, which would be paramount.”

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HOTTEST JUNE 1! 
GIVES CHICAGO 
HINT OF SUMMER 


Yesterday was the warmest’Juné 1 


in Chicago for a period of fifty-two 
years, as far back as weather bureau 
records extend, and followed the 
coldest spring in a like period, ac- 
cording to statistics furnished by Prof. 
Henry J. Cox, _ government weather ex- 
pert. 

The temperature soared thirty-one 
degrees from 55 degrees at 1 a. m. 
to 86 at 3:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, the jatter mark exceeding the 
previous. June 1 records of 85 degrees 
in 1895 and 1919. It was the warmest 
day this year, the previous mark being 
79 degrees on May 19. 

With the hot weather came the wel- 
come announcement that Chicago’s 
beaches will be formally opened June 
16, though Prof. Cox said the lake 
would be cool for some time yet. 

“The ice went out late this year,’ 
he said, “ the latest in over.a half cen- 
tury. It will take a long time to warm 
it up. I fancy that bathing suits will 
be rather more in order on the beach 
than in the water for several weeks to 
come. 

“The cold spell held back the crops, 
but with a few good rains they should 
be splendid. Fruit should grow in 
great abundance, but we must have 
rain before long. The last rain of any 
importance fell May 16, but with ‘the 
weather remaining cool it was not 
greatly nie ce It te now.”

The purpose of this section is to fix 
responsibility in the injury or killing 
of persons, But this is only one section 
which was inserted into the state mo- 
tor law to prevent accidents. 

Another section requires operators of 
motorbus and motor freight lines to file 


a bond with the secretary of state for 


$10,000. The language gives the im- 
pression that a bond will be required 
for each vehicle operated, although the 
wording is a trifle uncertain. . 

Also the owner must file an insur- 
ance policy of $5,000 for each vehicle 
operated to cover lability for injury or 
death resulting from the negligence of 
the owner or his agent. 

Lessen Number on Petitions. 

The senate passed a bill of Senator 
Hughes [Dem., Chicago], which will 
make it easy to get public policy ques- 
tions before the voters. On a statewide 
the law now requires a petition of 10 


per cent of the registered voters and 


on a Chicago question, 25 per cent, or 
about 200,000 names of the electorate. 
The Hughes bill requires only 35,000 
signatures in the state and. 25,000 in 
Chicago. The bill also permits a city 
council to initiate a question, but pro- 
hibits a council from su tting more 
than three questions at’‘one election.

HONORS AM. DAY, 
LONG AT ITS HEAD 


Members of the board of managers 
and physicians of the staff of the Pres- 
byterian hospital honored a career of 
twenty years’ service at a banquet 
ziven at the Chicago club last night to 
Albert M. Day on his retirement as 
president of the’ board. On behalf of 
the board of managers, of which Mr. 
Day became president in 1904, John 
B. Lord presented him with a silver 
loving cup and Ernest A, Hamill made 
a speech of regret. 

Speakers told of the growth of the 
hospital under Mr. Day’s supervision. 
In 1904 equipment and buildings lo- 
cated at Congress and Wood streets 
were valued at $293,671. Only one 
building was fireproof. The endow- 
ment account was $200,000. The hos- 
pital was in.debt and had an annual 
deficit. Its expense account was $195,- 
000 to care for 2,952 patients a year. 


Retires from Pit Firm. 


It was this situation with which Mr. 
Day was presented when he assumed 
the presidency of the board. He had 
retired from the boafd of trade firm of 
Counselman & Day. 


service rather than leisure,” said 
Frank S. Shaw, president of the Web- 
ster Manufacturing company, who 
succeeds Mr. Day as president of the 
board. “He chose to give time and 
energy rather than write checks. To 
the management of the: hospital he 
brought the acumen which had made 
him successful in business life. To 
this is largely due the fact that other 
business men were willing to aid the 
hospital.” 

Today the value of the Presbyterian 
hospital is $1,672,929, according to Mr. 
Shaw. All buildings are fireproof and 
of the best modern construction. The 
hospital has been out of debt since 
1907. It cares for 10,500 patients an- 
nually at a cost of $760,000. 1 nurses’ 
training school _ graduates seventy 
nurses each year. The staff numbers 
ninety-two physicians. There is an 
average of 225 nurses, thirty-six in- 
ternes, twenty orderlies, and 270 em- 
ployés. The endowment fund has 
grown to $3,016,460. 


Always on the Job. 


During this period Mr. Day had an 
office at the hospital and gavc his en- 
tire attention to its affairs. For three 
years he spent every day of the week 
at the nospital. For seven ycars he 
was absent from the hospital but one 
day a week. Throughout all these 
years Mr. Day served without pay. He 
Was as regular as a clock in the time 
of his arrival at the hospital for his 
day’s work.

Boiled 
water is safe. People drink water for the 
water. They expect to get their food and 
minerals otherwheres. The effect of boiling 
on water varies somewhat with the water. 
It kills the becteria. 
To heat to a temperature considerably be- 
low boiling makes the water safe if all of 
the water has reached the required tempera- 
ture. 
It drives off the air in suspension and also 
some other gases. That changes the taste. 
If the water contains much bicarbonates 
boiling may precipitate much of the mineral.
